'Great Society' 
To End Slumps 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson, forecasting a fifth 
consecutive year of rising pros­ 
perity, assured Congress today 
that recessions can become ob­ 
solete in the “Great Society” 
era. 
For long-range slump insur­ 
ance, he asked Congress to 
streamline its tax-wnting ma­ 
chinery to permit “rapid ac­ 
tion” on temporary income tax 
cuts if recession threatens. 
The President explained, in 
his annual economic message: 
“A time of prosperity with no 
recession in sight is the time to 
plan our defenses against future 
dips in business activity. 
“I do not believe recession* 
are inevitable.” 
In exchange. Johnson 
gave 
Congress a pledge of his own — 
if economic growth unexpected­ 
ly falters in 1965 despite the 1964 
tax cut and this year’s proposed 
excise reductions: 
“I shall be prepared to con­ 
sider additional fiscal action ” 
Johnson thus indicated that 
the taxpayers may get still an­ 
other shot of tax-reiief tonic this 
year — possibly more income 
tax rate reduction, or broader 
excise cuts — if last year's 
$11.6-billion tax reduction, be­ 
gins to wear off. 
The 290-page report, third and 
last of the major White House 
messages to Congress, dwelt on 
no such possibility. Rather, it 
predicted for 1965 a record na­ 
tional output of around $660 bil­ 
lion, along arith unprecedented 
personal income and 
profits, 
some further drop in unemploy­ 
ment and continued price stabil 
ity. 
“We have come to our present 
state of prosperity without pres­ 
sures or imbalances that would 
foretell an early end to our ex­ 
pansion,” Johnson said. 
“ Instead, we look forward to 
another year of sustained and 
healthy growth. The unfinished 
task of prosperous Americans is 
to build a Great Society.” 
Johnson asked the legislators 
to enact quickly his Great Socie­ 
ty building blocks. All were out­ 
lined in earlier message*. 
They included: 
An increase in Social Security 
cash benefits, hospital care for 
the aged, doubled antipoverty 
appropriations, a billion dollars

Dear Mrs. C.: When perform­ 
ing any operation on the abdom­ 
inal cavity, surgeons use ex­ 
treme care and delicacy to 
avoid adhesions. 
Adhesions are small bands of 
firm fibrous tissue that some­ 
times develop on the lining of 
the abdominal cavity (peritone­ 
um), or around the intestines, 
after surgery. 
Inflammation of the peritone­ 
um (peritonitis) following an op­ 
eration is a common cause of 
adhesions. 
For some unknown reason, 
some people seem to be more 
prone to adhesions than others. 
Adhesions do not alw ays fol­ 
low abdominal surgery. 
Like all symptoms, the symp­ 
toms of adhesions are common 
to many other conditions. 
De­ 
tailed descriptions of symptoms 
tend to confuse rather than /clar­ 
ify a layman’s understanding. 
X-ray studies w i t h barium 
can reveal any areas of con­ 
striction or obstruction. 
Adhesions are rarely danger­ 
ous, unless these bands of tissue 
encircle a part of the intestin 
al t r a c t and prevent its norm 
a1 function.

Dear Mr. S.: Ultraviolet light 
rays can be compared to the in­ 
tense rays of the midday sun 
during the summer. 
Overexposure • to 
ultraviolet 
light rays can produce a real 
and painful burn on the skin, 
the same as overexposure to 
strong sunlight. 
It is for this reason that th e 
first treatments with ultravi­ 
olet light ray.- are limited to a 
few seconds. The time of expos­ 


ure is increased gradually, as \ 
the skin develops protective pig­ 
ment. 
Ultraviolet light is regarded 
as one of the valuable and ef­ 
fective 
methods for treating 
acne, in conjunction with medi- j 
cation, careful diet, and rigid 
skin cleanliness. 
Ultraviolet light rays will not 
injure the skin or produce scar- 1 
ring as long as the time of ex-1 
posure is carefully supervised 
and the limits of safety a r e 
strictly observed. 
Extreme care should be tak- 
en when ultraviolet lamps are 
used in the borne, away from the 1 
watchful eye of a physician 
Many p e o p l e have suffered 
severe burns from overexposure 
by fallnig asleep under these 
lamps. 
Don’t use an ultraviolet lamp 
unless someone else is present 
to time the exposure. 
Auto­ 
matic timing devices with loud 
bells can also serve as valua-i 
hie safeguards to prevent over-; 
exposure. 


To the Rescue 


News from Venezuela is that 
the local stevedores have called 
upon their fellow dock workers 
in Panama, Puerto Rico, Co­ 
lombia and the United States to 
boycott all the ships of any 
country trading with Castro’s 
Cuba.

Paul Bethel of the 
Citizens Committee for a Free 
Cuba says that the prospects 
for a bountiful C u b a n sugar 
crop in 1965 are excellent. T h e 
rains have been good; the at­ 
tempts of the discouraged anti- 
Castro underground to burn the ! 
cane and to sabotage the mills 
have come recently to v e r y 
little; and Castro has been per­ 
fecting his methods of turning 
out s t u d e n t s and city peo­ 
ple linier forced labor levies to 
do the cane cutting. All (rf this 
could ultimately mean a quite 
sufficient amount (rf foreign ex­ 
change in Castro's pocket, no 
matter w h e t h er his sugar 
s e l l s for much or little p e r i 
pound.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Fruits and juices, both canned 
and frozen, are rolling to mar­ 
ket faster than in the past few 
years and may well carry bar­ 
gain price tags this week 
Egg prices are still about 12 
cents less per dozen than this 
time a year ago. December 
production was a record for the 
month. The January production 
rate continues high. 
Beef appeared to be the best 
buy at the meat counter. Mar­ 
ket specialists say there will be 
less pork in the first months of 
1965 and retail prices may be a 
bat higher than a year ago. 
At the vegetable counters cab­ 
bage, carrots and lettuce are re­ 
ported to be in good supply for 
this time of year Citrus fruits 
and apples are also said to be 
readily available to most mar­ 
kets. 
Stocks of red cherries, canned 
and frozen, are more than dou­ 
ble those of a year ago. Canned 
pears are also in double supply. 
Stocks of many other fruits, 
with the exception of pineapple, 
are about a quarter higher than 
a year ago.

Always Wanted To Take Charge

WASHINGTON (AP) - “Win­ 
ston,” President Roosevelt said 
of his wartime friend, the Brit­ 
ish prime minister, 
“has a 
hundred ideas a day and about 
four of them are good.” 
That’s 
because 
Winston 
Churchill was a one-man merit). 
Yet, he looked like a pixie, or a 
baby. He said all babies looked 
like him. He was romantic, im­ 
pulsive, and emotional. 
His right-hand man during the 
war. Field Marshal Lord Alan- 
brooke, chief of Britain's Im­ 
perial General Staff, put it this 
way: “Winston thinks one thing 
one moment, and another the 
next” and would arrive at a de­ 
cision “by intuition without any 
kind of logical examination.” 
But that’s not enough to ex­ 
plain the IOO ideas a day or why I 
by 65 he was a failure and in the 
next five years became one of 
the shining figures of history, 
tor Roosevelt also said: “Great 
fellow, that Chur dull, if you can 
keep up with him.” 
He had imagination and inspi­ 
ration and at times terribly bad 
judgment. He was indomitable, 
eloquent, sometimes overbear­ 
ing. He was a devoted husband. 
He wanted to run everything. 
He was a journalist, essayist, 
novelist, biographer, historian 
(he wrote more than 30 books, 
including histories of both world 
wars, and was given the Nobell 
Prize for literature in 1953), and 
orator 
(one of the greatest 
ever). 
He was unpopular in school, ■ 
rn the army, in Parliament. He! 
was disliked and distrusted by I 
his own Conservative party and 


for a long time British Labor1 
hated him. 
He was a painter — not great 
but excellent; he was a brick­ 
layer, able to lay a brick a 
minute, and joined the bricklay­ 
ers’ union, only to be denounced 
by unionists who thought he was 
trying to make a joke of them. 
He was a soldier, a lion hunt­ 
er. and loved flying, polo, horse 
racing, yachting with his rich 
friends, tropical fish, dogs, and 
butterflies, and in his advanced 
odd 
age 
developed 
such 
a 
passion for music that he said: 
“If I had another life to live, I 
would like to conduct a great 
orchestra.” 
That one statement reveals 
much of the essence of Church­ 
ill. He alway* wanted to take 
charge. 
But while this desire to run 
the show explains the drive thatj 
brought him so many responsi­ 
bilities and recognitions of abib- j 
ty it was also part of the politi­ 
cal disaster that besieged him 
later. 
From 1929 until the war with 
Hitler, Churchill had become a 
political failure and, if he had 
died before he was 65, he would 
have been hardly more than a | 
footnote in the history books. 
By then the British who loved 
to read him had begun to dis­ 
trust his judgment. For years 
be was the constant critic of 
leaders of bis own Conservative 
party, and with his derision in­ 
flicted wounds for which some 
never forgave him. 
His political switches alone 
created misgivings. 
The year he went into Parlia­ 
ment, 1901, Queen Victoria died 
after a reign of 64 years, longest 


in British history, and Churchill 
from a long line of aristocrats 
was a Victorian, and an un­ 
thinking one. 
He couldn’t, far instance, see 
any governmental responsibility 
for the impoverished. Charity, 
he thought, was the way to han­ 
dle the poor. But a change set in 
quickly. 
He had won his seat as a Con­ 
servative but within a short 
time crossed over to the Liberal 
side, probably because of a 
strong streak of opportunism: 
the hope he’d rise faster with 
the Liberals. And he did. 
He made such a complete 
switch from his earlier thinking 
that now he helped push through 
some of the most far-reaching 
social 
legislation 
in 
British 
history: old age insurance, min­ 
imum 
wages, 
unemployment 
pay, and creation of employ­ 
ment exchanges. In addition, he 
had a hand in ending the power 
of the House of Lards to veto 
legislation passed by the House 
of Commons. 
But when Churchill, descend­ 
ant of a long line of dukes, be­ 
gan to talk of dukes as fat cats

67 higher education budget. 
The governor, who recently 
announced a budget proposal of 
$60 million additional in the next 
biennium, said the educators 
were “unanimous” in agreeing 
that the 35 per cent increase 
over the 1963-65 biennium repre­ 
sented an important step for­ 
ward and “ a real effort on the 
part of the governor and the 
board of regents.” 
One of the educators, Presi­ 
dent Novice G. Fawcett of Ohio 
State University, said, 
“This 
new level of support provided 
for Ohio State University will 
indeed be helpful to us in main­ 
taining existing programs and 
in implementing proposed new 
programs—particularly in grad-1 
uate education to which we are 
committed.” 
Other comment ranged from 
“excellent” and a “substantial 
increase in support,” to “the 
most comprehensive budget for 
education and particularly for 
higher education by a governor 
in history.”

I 
said “it will advance the cause 
of education in Ohio to better 
effect than any such increase 
“we have had previously.”

Delegates said the U S. stand 
appeared to make a confronta­ 
tion with Moscow unavoidable 
unlasa the Soviets give ground 
or the assembly calls a recess. 
The Soviet Union has said it 
will make a substantial contrib­ 
ution to the U.N. treasury, but 
only if the assembly sets aside 
the penalty clause. The United 
States insists on knowing in ad­ 
vance that the Russians will 
contribute enough to take them 
off the delinquent list.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Sup­ 
port Is growing for a state in­ 
stitution for sex criminals to 
help solve what may be Ohio’s 
most difficult prison problem. 
The idea was revived follow­ 
ing the kidnaping and maiming 
of a 7-year-old Cleveland girl 
by a paroled man who only a 
few months ago completed less 
than a year in prison for a sim­ 
ilar offense. 
C o r r e c t i o n s 
Commis­ 
sioner Maury C. Koblentz, whose 
division will take over the en­ 
tire parole program March 13, 
said he may recommend such 
an institution be built. 
The proposal also got the 
blessing of John W. Shoemaker, 
acting 
superintendent of the 
Bureau of Probtion and Parole 
who cited the lack of psychia­ 
tric care as a major problem. 
Other moves are under way 
around the state to look into the 
problem from a legal viewpoint, 
including a review of the Asch- 
erman Act which is the only 
one of 20 state sex crime laws 
that requires professional inter­ 
pretation of what motivated a 
crime. 
In Canton. Stark County Com­ 
mon Pleas Judge John Rossetti 
proposed that the General As­ 
sembly pass new laws to cut 
down on sex crimes. 
Rossetti campaigned success­ 
fully two years ago for a law 
requiring statewide registration 
of sex offenders but says “that’s 


only one phase of what needs 
to be done.” 
He favors a state hospital and 
improved treatment for sex de­ 
viates, and would toughen pen­ 
alties for certain types of sex 
crimes. 
Shoemaker was asked about 
the parole of William H. Re- 
hard, the 22-year-old defendant 
in the current Cleveland case. 
He said Rehard had served the 
minimum time to be eligible 
for parole and that other factors 
had to be considered 
“He did not harm the 7-year- 
old in the first Incident. In fact, 
there was no sex angle involv­ 
ed,” Shoemaker said. 
He also pointed out that Re- 
hard was not sentenced under 
the Ascherman Act and there­ 
fore no psychiatric examination 
or treatment was required. 
Koblentz’ idea for a state in­ 
stitution is for a facility for all 
mentally deficient prisoners to 
include sex offenders. 
He said such a facility would 
lighten the load at Lima State 
Hospital “which stays jammed 
with 1,300 to 1,400 patients.” 
Lima is the only state institu­ 
tion which examines and treats 
prisoners with suspected men­ 
tal problems. 
“We have found the prisons 
are no place for these mentally 
disturbed people, and the prob­ 
lem goes a lot deeper than sex 
offenders,” Koblentz added.

LUONG HOA, Viet Nam (AP) 
—In the hard light of day under 
the Mekong Delta sun, the vil­ 
lage children were gay and 
high-spirited. 
At night they were teared. 
Three of them peered anxious­ 
ly from their thatched house. 
They crept up behind a stone 
grotto, then scuttled across the 
courtyard and into the darkened 
church. 
Others arrived, some alone 
and some with elder sisters. 
They genuflected hurriedly as 
they entered. 
By 8 p. rn. the high-eeilinged 
concrete church, built 35 years 
ago in this prosperous Catholic 
village 15 miles southwest of 
Saigon, was crowded with chil­ 
dren. 
It was a strange communion 
with God. 
They were sleeping under the 
pews. Mosquito nets were strung 
all over the floor, some attached 
to an altar rail, others to the 
font. 
Candles burned in a dozen of 
the nets as the subdued chatter 
of the children continued for a 
while and then ceased. Only the 
quiet drone of an old woman s 
prayer could be heard. 
The Rev. Paul Chieu. the 
stocky, animated protector of 
this flock, observed: 
“Today, they are the children 
of God. Tomorrow, they may be 


the children of the devil. 
“But tonight they are at least 
safe. The Communists told me 
they would never harm the 
church. I believe them.” 


Father Chieu and his flock of 
6,000 are fighting a personal 
battle 
with the Communists. 
They feel they are losing.

FHA Opportunity Loans 
Aid Farm Development 


A new program of small loans 
coupled with farm management 
assistance is now open to farm 
families with limited incomes in 
Pickaway, Hocking and Ross 
Counties, B r u e t G. Conner, 
county supervisor for the Farm­ 
ers Home Administration, said 
today. 
Conner said farmers in these 
counties can participate in the 
program to develop higher re­ 
turns from their farming opera­ 
tions. 
Loans up to $2,500 are avail­ 
able to farm families with lim­ 
ited incomes who cannot qual­ 
ify for financial assistance un­ 
der regular loan programs of 
Farmers Home Administration 
or private lenders. 
Opportunity loans are aimed 
at helping farm and rural fami 
lies earn more income through 
their own enterprises, Conner 
said. 


Loans to farmers operating 
small, limited income farms 
may be used to purchase live­ 
stock, machinery and equip­ 
ment, construct or repair farm 
buildings, pay annual operating 
expenses for seed, feed and fer­ 
tilizer, refinance r e a l estate 
debts and purchase land. 
The loans also may be used 
to buy shares in small coopera­ 
tives that serve rural peop^. 
Loans are repayable over pe­ 
riods of up to 15 years. They 
carry an interest rate of 4Vfr 
per cent. 
To qualify far loans to finance 
agricultural enterprises an ap­ 
plicant must be a farmer and 
have earnings that are too low 
to cover basic family living 
needs. In addition, he must be 
unable to obtain credit through 
other sources, including regular 
loan programs of the Farmers 
Home Administration.
